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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's amendments to the claims and arguments in support thereof have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's plethora of claim amendments presents the possibility of new matter as well as surpassing the cursury 
review granted after final amendments. 

For applicant's benefit the Examiner will attempt to answer some of the contentions raised in applicants response. 

First, regarding the 1 01 rejection, a human can quickly associate music material with its source of creation (i.e. artist) or genre. If a person 
has a specific dislike for a specific artist, that dislike may be enforced and made larger by reiteration of listening to that artist. It's like 
adding dislike to dislike until one reaches the point of loathing the artist. Granted the preference may be established before taking action, 
or it may be reinforced. Further, even applicants own invention keeps track of previous actions and therefor has preestablished 
preferences just as a human would. Regarding the limitations capturing and updating, the human brain does this "automatically" whther 
one wishes it to do so or not. 

Second, it is the Examiners understanding that Conkwright still anticipates applicant's invention because, for example, the set top box is 
monitoring the individual users actions and causing programming to be altered via those actions. Therefore Conckwright anticipates not 
only geographic monitoring of preferences but individual preferences as well (since it is the individuals preferences being monitored). To 
be clear, the feedback of Conkwright is used in determining programming, accordingly it anticipates both long term and immediate changes 
in said programming. Again, Conkwright dislocses montoring preferences of the masses and therefore anticipates monitoring preferences 
of the individual.
